moving: And not withſtanding of any Tacks ſet to the

And His Ma jeſty with conſent afozeſaid Declares that 


if any man ſhall Reſett o2 Entertain any Servant, Te. 
nant o2 Cortar who is ſo put away, he ſhall be lyable to 
pay th2ee years fee tothe Maſter who did put him away 
and thee years duty to the Heritoꝛ who put away his 
Lenant oz Cottar, if the ſaid Tenants oz Cottars ſo 
put away be Beſett o2 Harboured by any other Herito? 
as ſaid is; and likevoiſe be liable in one hundꝛed pounds 
Scots to be payed to the King. It is alſo hereby Statute 
and O2dained, That the Fine Solid by dzmer Laws 
upon Field. Conventicles,ſhall've doubled, each perſon be⸗ 
ing by this Act Fineable by the fozmer Laws: Except as 
to Burgeſſes of Burroughs Royal, Begality and Baro⸗ 

ny; who beſides the incurring the foꝛmer Fines fo2 Field⸗ 
Conventicles, are fo2 the future to looſe their Burges⸗- 
ſhips ,and Libertjes,and to be baniſhed from the Town 
where they lived. and tothe End that all the Laws a: 
gainſt Conbenticles map be the better put to Execution, 
It is hereby Declared, that it ſhall be Lawful co His 
Majeſty to Nominate SheriffeDeputs, Juſtices of _ 

Peace , 02 other Commisſioners foꝛ puniſhing Conventi- 
cles, and ſuch as are quilty of irregular Marriages , 
Baptilmes and invading of Miniſters. 
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
